4:30 that he is grieved as well. 11 times in John 16 Jesus refers 
to the Holy Spirit as a He. A person.

8:15), Spirit of Promise (Eph 1:13), Spirit of grace (Hebl0:29), 
Spirit of glory (1 Peter 4:4), Spirit of Prophecy (Revl9:10) 


4) Matthew 28:19 Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: 2 Corinthians 13:14 The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be 
with you all. Amen. Ephesians 2:18 For through him we both 
have access by one Spirit unto the Father. 1 John 5:7 For there 
are three that bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and 
the Holy Ghost: and these three are one. 


1) 1 Corinthians 2:10-11 But God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit: 
for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God. For what 
man knoweth the things of a man, save the spirit of man which is in him? 
even so the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God. Psalms 
139:7 Whither shall I go from thy spirit? or whither shall I flee from th\ 
presence? Zechariah 4:6 ...Not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the LORD of hosts. Hebrews 9:14 How much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who through the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works to serve the living God? Romans 
1:4 And declared to be the Son of God with power, according to the spirit 
of holiness, by the resurrection from the dead: 

2) Luke 1:35 And the angel answered and said unto her, The Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of the Highest shall overshadow thee: 
therefore also that holy thing which shall be born of thee shall be called 
the Son of God. Luke 4:1 And Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost returned 
from Jordan, and was led by the Spirit into the wilderness. ..Luke 4:14 Anc' 
Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into Galilee: and there went out a 
fame of him through all the region round about. Hebrews 9:14 How much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God? Romans 1:4 

3) 2 Peter 1:21 For the prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. 2 Timothy 
3:16 All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness: 1 
Peter 1:12 Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto themselves, but 
unto us they did minister the things, which are now reported unto you by 
them that have preached the gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven; which things the angels desire to look into. 
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1) saiah 40:13 Who hath directed the Spirit of the LORD, or being 
his counsellor hath taught him? 

2) John 3:8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of the Spirit. 

3) ...to command the Holy Spirit to do this or that. They are just 
grasping at the wind. 


4) 1 Corinthians 12:11 But all these worketh that one and the 
selfsame Spirit, dividing to every man severally as he will.
